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I. THE BRITISH MUSEUM MS. 

A FEW months after the first volume of this work had been issued 
to the members of the Society, a notice of it appeared in the 
* Athenaeum' for 5th July 1902. This was the means of eliciting 
an important communication from Mr G. F. Warner of the British 
Museum (* Athenaeum/ 12th July, p. 64), announcing the recent 
discovery of some fragments of the original manuscript. "Three 
months ago," Mr Warner wrote, "the well-known Scots bibliophil, 
Mr George Reid, brought to me some MS. leaves which had been 
taken from the old binding of d book printed at Edinburgh in 1537 ; 
and my colleague, Mr Gilson, to whom I handed them over for 
examination, speedily identified their contents as belonging to Bellen- 
den's work. . . . They are corrected drafts, and from the nature of 
the corrections, and from other indications, some portions are evi- 
dently in the translator's autograph, though we have none of his 
writing here with which to compare them. . . . Through the kindness 
of Mr Reid the leaves, forty-four in all, remain here, numbered Add. 
MS. 36,678." 

It is fortunate that this find was made while the second volume 
was still in course of preparation. As soon as possible, I made an 
examination of the manuscript, and found it of so interesting a 
character, and in many parts so different from the finished text of 
the other MSS., that justice could be done to it only by printing it 
entire as an appendix. As the leaves (in some cases much damaged 
and frayed) had to be properly bound before full use could be made of 
them, it was only in the beginning of the present year that Miss £. M. 
Thompson was able to begin the work of transcription. 

The MS. in its present state consists of forty-four leaves, but some 
of them are imperfect, and of those numbered 34 and 37 only small 
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fragments remain. The portions of the translation thus preserved 
belong to Books I. and III., and are partly in the hand of an 
amanuensis and partly written by Bellenden himself, as stated by 
Mr Warner.* Bellenden has also freely altered the part written 
by the scribe, which extends as far as the end of fol. 30, and consists 
of four quires of 8, 4, 10, and 8 leaves respectively.' The leaves which 
are entirely in his own hand contain three portions of Book III., but 
the second fragment is only an earlier draft of part of the third. This 
part of the manuscript, and especially folios 31-38, is rather scrawled 
than written, and presents many difficulties of transcription. It is often 
quite impossible to make out the precise spelling of the words, and at 
times the words themselves are doubtful, even with the help afforded 
by the finished text of the other two copies. There are also occa- 
sional difficulties with the marginal corrections in the earlier part of 
the MS., from their being mutilated by the decay of the leaves. 

A comparison of these fragments with the Advocates and Boyndlie 
MSS. gives some interesting results. It immediately becomes clear 
that Bellenden took great pains with his translation, revising and 
altering his first draft in a very thorough manner, and making further 
alterations, often of an extensive kind, on the fair copy prepared by 
his amanuensis ; and even these corrections do not always give the 
readings adopted in the finished text. Not only are many errors of 
translation removed by these successive revisions, but the general 
style of the work is considerably improved. 

The internal relationship between the Advocates and Boyndlie 
MSS. is also made much clearer by comparison with the fragments. 
Curiously enough, it turns out that B., although much inferior in 
general correctness to A., is in some points (chiefly of spelling) a more 
faithful copy of the original. This may readily be tested by com- 
paring the Boyndlie variants, given at the foot of the pages, with the 
text of the fragments : in many cases it will be found that the latter 
agrees with the readings of B., or comes nearer to them than it does 
to those of A. In a few cases, too, the new text serves to correct 
errors in the others ; while in one or two instances a mistake 
common to both A. and B. is seen to be due to a blunder in the 
original itself. 

In order that the successive stages by which the translation reached 
its final form might be clearly presented to the reader, the following 
method has been adopted. The words first written, whether by 
Bellenden or the amanuensis, have in every case been printed as 
the main text ; but all deleted portions are printed in italics,^ the

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The variants of B^ in the above and other cases, are often of con- 
siderable interest, as indicating more clearly than the forms in A the 
real pronunciation of the words in question about the middle of the 
sixteenth century. As the scribes of the early part of B evidently 
wrote with considerable haste and a corresponding lack of care, 
they have frequently abandoned the conventional spelling for a more 
natural and phonetic one,* which shows that they pronounced the 
words very much as they are uttered by Scottish speakers of the 
present day. The following analysis of the more important variants 
will exhibit this fact with sufficient clearness, besides making promi- 
nent some other points of sixteenth-century spelling which are not so 
easy to account for. 

A. Vowels.

That the use of th for chty which is found in varying degrees in 
many sixteenth-century texts, implies a real phonetic change, is proved 
by the existing dialect forms mtth and dother for michty dochter.

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It is impossible, within the space which can properly be assigned to 
the following notes, to make any detailed comparison of the Scottish 
with the Latin text, however interesting this might be in some re- 
spects. Bellenden's free style of translation often renders it difficult 
to show the exact equivalence of his sentences with those of his 
original ; and where he has happened to misunderstand the Latin, 
the precise source and nature of his error could in many cases only 
be made clear by a lengthy exposition. The intention of the notes is 
therefore a comparatively limited one, being mainly confined to brief 
indications of the more striking features in the translator's diction — 
i*.^., his use of the language of his time, as compared with that of 
other Scottish or English writers and with the wording of the Latin 
text Before going on to the separate notes, however, a few general 
remarks on the style of the translation may usefully be made. 

1. A glance at any page of the work will show that Bellenden is 
addicted to a liberal use of words of Latin origin. This would be 
natural enough with one who was translating a Latin work; but 
when the translation is compared with the original, it is found that 
the Latinisms are much in excess of those which are actually con- 
veyed from the Latin text Thus on p. 7 the words divulgate^ 
memarie, obscure, nobility, and magnitude are taken from the original, 
but eloquence, consolatioun^ illustir^ piurcUite^ and esHmcUioun are 
Bellenden's own. On p. 8 Ltvy has supplied repetit, curis, sollicitude, 
ckcority poeticall, and fabillis, but the translator has added magnifi' 
cencey devorit, consumyty subtract^ occurris, antiquiteisy and divert. 
The same tendency is carried right through the work, and many of 
the more striking Latinisms in it are not suggested by any similar 
word in the original. 

2. Many of these words of Latin origin are in high favour with 
Bellenden^ and are repeated again and again, sometimes in most 
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unexpected and even inappropriate places. A complete list of such 
words would be a pretty long one, as would also be that of other 
favourite words belonging to the native or Romance vocabulary. 
The following list contains some of the commoner favourites, but 
might easily be largely extended : — 

Approcheand, assale^e, attendance, campioun, commovit, con- 
federate, conquest, crafty, cryminally, direptioun, discomfist, dis- 
simill, dreddour, doutsum, effray, esperance, exercitioun, fermance, 
ferf\, forcy, fouth, gamisoun, gamist, importabill, inclusit, innumer- 
abill, institute, ische, leoperdy, mese, municioun, noysum, occurrit, 
opinioun, perseverant, policy, pussant, rejose, roboracioun, rowmes^ 
scarmusching, sen^rie, skaill, soft (vd.\ thirllit, traistit, tressonabill, 
uncouth, vale^eant, variant, vassalege, vesy, vile, waryit, werely. 

3. Duplication of synonyms is a prominent feature in Bellenden's 
style, of which examples may be found on almost every page. Thus 
on p. 7 he has " faith and sikkimes," '' pastance and consolatioun,'' 
" lUustir and wourthy " ; p. 8, " magnificence and hicht," ** chargeand 
and lauborius," " novellis and recent dedis," " devorit and consumyt." 

4. Owing to the nature of the work he is translating, Bellenden 
makes use of a large number of terms relating to Roman antiquities, 
which are rarely or never employed by earlier Scottish or English 
writers, and only become common at a much later date. Such are 
fHUricianey plebeane, apparatour^ lictor, questour, decurie, dictcUourie^ 
interregne, sadill curill^ pretext goune^ commitis curictt^ commyciall 
dayis, &c. In this respect his work is of great importance to the 
lexicographer, although the majority of such terms are now so 
£a.miliar as to require no mention in notes or glossary. 
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1, 3. Rene, rein. The spelling is unusual in Sc texts, the word 
being commonly written ren^e, but rene is not infrequent in Middle 
English. The mod. pron. is ryne. 

1, 11. Mappamoundy the world, after OF. tnappanumde^ L. mappa 
muruU, Used by Gower, * Conf. Amantis,' vii. 530, " After the forme 
of Mappemounde, Thurgh which the ground be pourparties. Departed 
is in the parties," &c. ; and pretty frequent in Scottish texts, as the 
*Buke of the Howlat,' 328, "Marchonis in the mapamond"; and 
'Court of Venus,' ii. 126, "That euer 3it was maid on Mappamound." 

1, 14. Rutukmd for rutilant^ from the pres. pple. of L. ruHlare, 

2, 4. Tofdt, probably =* tuned' rather than 'toned': compare the 
usual lone for lune, 'join.' So in evill tonyt sangis^ ii. 208, 15. 

2, 13. Rang, the usual pret of ringy to reign (see p. 335). 

3, 8. Exterminate expelled, banished. This quite literal sense is 
rare, but derived applications of it are not uncommon in sixteenth- and 
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seventeenth-century English. Bellenden is apparently one of the first 
writers to use the word. 

3^ 20. Bene is the southern plural, in place of the native are^ fre- 
quently used by Scottish poets, and even found in Scottish prose, as 
here and on pp. 8, 18 ; 130, 2. 

3, 31. Conding= condiX^Ti, The form is the normal one (see p. 335). 

4^ 3. Doutsum, doubtful, is a characteristically Scottish form, used by 
Douglas and later writers. Bellenden has also the adv. doutsumUe^ 
ii. 166, 4. 

4^ 8. Bywent, bygone. So in * Wallace,' i. 6, " It has beyne seyne 
in thir tymys bywent"; and Douglas, III. 60, 2, "Thair inveterat 
vicis aid bywent." 

4^ 21. Satifyity satisfied. The form is genuine (cf. 18, 23), and still 
in use (pronounced settifee). 

4^ 22. Doctryney lesson. The use is somewhat rare. 

4^ 32. Ere, plough. Cf. Chaucer, « Knight's Tale,' 29, " I have, God 
wot, a large feeld to ere. And wayke ben the oxin in my plough." 

5, 1. 7W7/, till. The long vowel, which appears also in the pp. 
ielit, 97, 19, and vntelit, ii. 69, 23, is a normal development of the i in 
OE. tilian. 

6, 4. Undermynde, The ^appears also in undermyndit, ii. 175, 36. 
Compare the note to ii. 82, 36. 

7, 7. Vincu{Sy vanquish, surpass ; L. * superaturos.' The form is 
still used in dialect 

7, 25. ExisHmatioun. Perhaps an error for esHmatioun^ as in A, but 
the form does occur in English writers : there is no equivalent 
in the Latin. 

8, 2. RepeHU The word is taken over from the L. text, * quae supra 
septingentesimum annum repetatur.' 

8, 5. Ckargeand, burdensome, heavy: cf« 119, 28 (L« 'onere')* It 
is the Scottish form answering to ME. chargeant (see p. 336), and 
occurs in the 'Brus,' xvi. 458, *'For that surcharge to chargeand 
wafl." 

8, 9. Haistyy hasten. A common form in Bellenden, and found in 
14th- and 15th-century English. B sometimes substitutes hoist 

8, 11. Devortt and consumyU Cf. " to devore and consume every- 
thing," 10, 20. 

8, 12. Erare, 'rather,' is only found in Scottish writers, from Barbour 
onwards. Compare Du. eerder in the same sense. 

9, 2. Reprevitf disproved. Cf. " I wil nowther afferme nor jit 
repreif Jjame," ii. 176, 19. In both passages the L. has 'refellere.' 
Reprevit is used elsewhere (as i. 126, 26) in its more usual sense of 
' reproved.' 

9, 13. Of litil foriSy of small importance. Cf. "Of the remanent 
names is litill force," i. 185, 18. 
9, 18. Be^httn, Cf. "had be cumin," i. 23, 5. 
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10, IL Bure should rather be bere^ answering to beir in B. 

10, 15. Intre^^ * entrance/ more frequently written entreOi (see Gl.) : 
the word is chiefly Scottish, from Henryson onwards. (Incres in B 
is an instance of the common confusion of / and c.) 

12, 9. Lugeingy L. 'hospitii.* So in 13, 32, "Eneas was ressauit 
in lugeing (in hospitio) with king latyne." Cf. lugearis, hosts, enter- 
tainers, i. 35, 8, &C. 

12, 10. CompositouriSf L. 'auctores' : see the note to 109, 23. 

12, 22. RecUl possession. The adj., for which there is no equiv- 
alent in the Latin, is apparently used in its legal sense. The scribe 
of B probably understood it as * royal,' and altered it to rycUL 

12, 24. Landwart is one of the translator's favourite words, as in 
landwart pepilly 51, 10 ; landwart staffis^ 90, 24 ; landwart besynes, 
282, 2, &c. 

13, 12. Ordinance, array, equipment The same expression occurs 
again on 32, 7. Similar uses are found in English writers from the 
fifteenth to the seventeenth century. 

13, 13. Historiciams. An early instance of the word, which occurs 
again in the present work (96, 32 ; 183, 25) and in the * Chron. Scot.' 
(1821X I. xxii., and is found in English of the sixteenth and seven- 
teenth centuries. Bellenden also uses historiographoury i. 7, &c 

13. 15. Heretour^ heiress. Also used of a female by Lord Bemers ; 
but the usual sense is 'heir,' as on 79, 18, &c. 

13, 26. Fra he considerit. The use oi fra as a conj. = 'from the 
time that,' ' when,' is frequent in this text. 

13, 32. Ressauit, received. The spelling is the regular one here» 
and the usual Scottish one of the period. 

14, 3. Esperance^ hope. Here, and on p. 158, 4, B has the form 
asperance (see p. 332). After the fifteenth century the word is chiefly 
confined to Scottish writers. 

14, 3. ErrouriSy wanderings, L. ' errores.' An early example of the 
literal sense, which becomes common in later English, especially in 
poetic diction. 

14^ 10. Impacienty *aegre patiens.' Cf. 161, 21, "Impatient for 
vehement doloure to here his spere." These are early examples of 
this use, which is found in later English. 

14. 16. Disparity 'diffisi.' Cf. ii. 9, 29, "Disparit of releif." The 
passive form was at one time common in English use, but in the 
sixteenth century is chiefly Scottish. 

14^ 19. Flowand in . . . richeiSy L. 'opulento tum oppido': 
compare 14, 32, Jlowit in sic felicitey * tanta opibus . . . erat' This 
use oijlow is found in English writers before and after Bellenden's 
time. For Jiowand in a different sense, see 64, 15 and 207, 20. 

14^ 21. Eirmance, or more usually fermance^ a word used only by 
Scottish writers, is a very favourite one with Bellenden, especially in 
the phrase sikkir fermance. 
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14^ 27. Togiddir, The spelling \e gidder^ employed here and else- 
where in B, represents the mod. pronunciation — as in the day, to-day, 
and the mom, to-morrow. 

15, 2. Endlong Italiey 'per totam Italiae longitudinem ' : compare 
i. 283, 28, ''Endlang the tentis of equis." 

15, 3. Haue, The a of the Boyndlie MS. is phonetically correct, 
but is a rare form in Scottish texts. 

15, 6. Invasouris occurs again more than once, as 35, 9 ; 39, 28, 
&c. : the form is found in the Scottish Acts of Parliament as early as 
1443) and was current in sixteenth-century English. 

15, 20. Tutorie^ guardianship, and tutor^ guardian, occur several 
times (see Gl.) 

15, 25. Exterminioun is chiefly found in Scottish texts : there is 
no corresponding form in the Latin here. 

16, 6. Beildit, The spelling indicates a pronunciation which is 
still current {fieeld). 

16, 10. Pendikilly the reading of B, is probably correct There is 
no corresponding word in the Latin, which has only ' coloniam.' 

17, 5. Tyranny, B prefers the form in -ry (cf. line 24, and 113, 
13), which is also found in other Scottish texts, as the 'Wallace,' vii. 
737, ix. 206, &c. 

17, 6. Faderly piete renders 'voluntas patris,' and appears to 
mean 'respect for his father.' 

17, 10. Brother dochter. This form of the possessive is also re- 
tained in fader trader^ i. 293, 24 ; his sister sonny s, ii. 199. 14. It is 
common in earlier texts, as the ' Brus,' i. 291, " Hys fadyr dede he 
wengyt sua " ; xix. 244, " Eftir his gud brother disse(\ Of all his 
brothir men in weir," &c. ; — 'Leg. Saints,' vii. 51, "Of his modir 
wame wes he Maste haly " ; 646, " A morcele of J>e faddyre mete " ; 
xxviii. 113, "Kepand hyrc fostir-modir schepe"; — Wyntoun *Orig. 
Cron.,' viii. 80, " The dowchtyr douchtyr off oure kyng " ; 447, " Noucht 
bredyr na bredyr barnys are " ; 1279, " Hyr modyr fedyr," &c. On 
the analogy of these forms the -j is sometimes omitted in the case 
of other words, as in Stewart 'Chron. Scot,' 41611, "Edgair, to wit 
his vnkill will, Ane messinger syne hes he send him till." 

17, 18. Twa iwynnys is still a common tautology. 

17, 25. Cassin, The Scottish form of the pa. pple. of cast, answering 
to northern English ccuten. Mod. dial, has- also cuissin by assimila- 
tion to the pa. tense cuisty which is itself due to the analogy of such 
verbs as wash^ wuish, washen (or wuishen\ The older pret. is kest 
or keisty as on pp. 63, 13 and 16 ; 279, 23, &c. 

17, 28. Purviancey a common word with Bellenden, either in the 
sense of 'providence' as here and on p. 80, 25, or in that of 'pro- 
vision' as ii. 70, 4, &c. 

17, 28. 3^//y9irrM«B' effusus.' The same phrase is used in a slightly 
different sense in ii. 166, 30. 
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ITy 30L IusU, proper. The applicadon to such a word as 'banks' 
IS somewhat unosuaL 

17, ZL Burreouris occars frequently (sec GL) There is no equi- 
valent in the Latin here, but elsewhere Bellenden uses it, not very 
happily, to translate Mictor.' The more primitive form burreo (from 
F. baurreau) is used on p. 6i, 8, and in the 'Chron. Scot' (1821), I. 
201. Both forms are peculiar to Scottish writers of the sixteenth and 
seventeenth centuries. 

17, 32. Sckald^ shallow. This distinctively Scottish form (used by 
Barbour, Wyntoun, &c) recurs on p. 136, 11, where schald wattir 
renders L. ' vadis.' In Middle Engli^ the equivalent forms, scheald^ 
sckeld, schold, are comparatively rare. 

18^ L Their: read Mr. 

18^ 3. TV? beperisL This active use of the veib is also found on 
p. Ill, 22, "quhare he was perist." 

18^ 14. Pietuous, The word occurs very frequently throughout the 
work, and is spelled in a variety of ways in both MSS. 

18^ 21. Irmative. Used pretty often by Bellenden, and common 
in Scottish writers before it appears in English works. It is 
explained by Douglas, II. 279, "Innative is alsmekil to say as 
inborn," &c. 

18^ 3L ExerciHoun^ exercise. The form is purely Scottish, com- 
mon in the sixteenth century, and frequently used by Bdlenden. 

19, 13. Buschement. A favourite word with Bellenden, here used 
in the sense of 'ambush,' but frequently in that of 'company, band, 
garrison,' as on pp. 38, 21 ; 126, 34 {prasidium) ; 282, 18, &c. 

19, 13. Hatirent^ hatred. In this word, as in luferent^ manrent, 
&c., the suffix -rent is the Scottish form answering to Eng. -red, 
which represents -rede^ -reekn, from OE. -rdden. In Scottish there 
was an early transposition of the d and n, giving -rend (sometimes 
'rand) and latterly -rent (or -rani), 

19, 18. Lymmaris. Also frequently used, sometimes without sug- 
gestion from the Latin : the application of it to men is the common 
one in older Scots. 

19, 2L Cognossance. The form, which occurs again on pp. 44. 25 ; 
82, 23, &c. (see GL, s.v. cognissance\ is confined to Scottish, although 
ME. occasionally has cognoyssance as a variant of the usual cognis- 
once. Compare also cognoscence in ii. 202, 3; this is probably the 
form which the scribe of B intended to use here. 

19, 27. Alwayis, ?= however. Bellenden frequently uses it in the 
sense of ' in any case,' * at any rate ' (as in 22, 7 ; 34, 7 ; 70, 34 ; 96, 5, 
&cX which is chiefly a northern uss^e, but is also found in Caxton : 
compare F. tautefais. 

20, 9. TrysHt. The Latin has * jussit' 

20, 12. Gamisoufu A favourite word, here rendering L. ' manus.' 
20^ 13. At tyme affixt An unusual sense of affiXy which is also 
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used of ' fixing ' tents (ii. 89, i). Compare " at ane prefixt day," ii. 172, 
II, and "on ane day prefixt," ii. 219, 24. 

20, 14. Effray. A favourite word : the form is chiefly Scottish, 
but is also used by Caxton. B frequently has the usual English 
spelling affray, 

20, 26. Orisoun, oration, L. ' concio ' ; also found in Lydgate, but 
in later use only Scottish. Bellenden uses it frequently (see Gl.) 

21, 1. Foundate, An unusual form (for which B has the more 
rt.^Wx fundit\ but covai^dxt foundation. 

21, 27. Grafis, L. 'vultures.' Gripe is the more usual form, but 
grape is also used by Henryson, and grap is found in seventeenth- 
century English. 

21, 28. Twoll^ the reading of B, probably indicates a pron. similar 
to the modem iwal\ 

22, 20. Fare fydykye^ L. 'boves mira specie.' A common applica- 
tion of the adj. tidy, as in Douglas, IV. 86, "Tydy ky lowys," and 
Lyndsay, 'Satire,' 1980, "Wee had thrie ky, . . . Nane tydier 
into the toun of Air.** {Plesand in A is an anticipation of piesand 
bewtie,) 

22, 21. Sowpit, Bellenden makes frequent use of this word (some- 
times written soupit and solpit) in the sense of 'overcome,' 'over- 
whelmed,* or 'sunk' (see Gl.), usually rendering L. 'fessus,' 'ob- 
rutus,' 'solutus.' 

22, 21. Ane . . . geriS, Either ' a growth of grass ' or a ' grassy 
place ' ; the L. has ' loco herbido.' 

22, 24. BtUtill geri\ L. * pabulo laeto.' The adj. appears first in 
Scottish writers (as Douglas, IV. 52, " With battill gers, fresche erbis, 
and grene suardis **), but is afterwards common in English use. 

22, 25. Surfett tnete. The L. has simply ' cibo.' A similar use of 
the word occurs on p. 122, 17, " Surfett spending of J>are laubouris," 

22, 29. Cove (also cowe^ coyfe) is a northern and Scottish form, 
going back to O.E. cofa, 

23, 2. Vesyit, Bellenden makes very frequent use of this word. 
23, 5. Apperandfyj apparently. Used again on p. 116, 19, &c., 

and found in other Scottish writers of a later date, also in the English 
form appearingly. 

23, 9. Rowtit (B), lowed, from Old Norse rauta^ to roar, ow being 
the regular Scottish representative of ON. au^ as in gowk, cowp^ 
lowp^ stawp, nowt^O^, gauk-r^ kaupa, hlaupa^ staup, naut. 

23, 10. Stollin^ stolen, is probably only graphic for stown (cf. ii. 
189, 10) : the mod. form is stealt, 

23, 10. Inclusit^ shut in. Incluse^ common with Bellenden, is also 
used by other Scottish and English authors from c. 1450 to i6oa 
See the note to 31, 21. 

23, 13. Mynassingy menacing. A common word in this text. The 
form manassing also occurs (i. 124, 14). 
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23, 16. Grece. The scribe of B misread the word as grete, and 
mechanically altered it to grit; the error recurs on p. 120, 16. 

23, 25. Pertlie, boldly, is another of Bdlenden's favourite words. 

24, 5. Loving^ praise, and love^ to praise, are to be carefully dis- 
tinguished from lu/e, luff^ luve^ &c., to love. 

24, 14. Comperit, appeared. The form, well known in its legal 
use, is almost entirely confined to Scottish writers. 

24^ 19. Happy Hschoppis — ue.y fortunate, bringing good fortune : 
the L. has 'antistites sacri.' Cf. "sic dayis as wer happy," 47, 20, 
and *' gett J>are erandis happely sped," 47, 22. 

24^ 31. Bekady behaved. The form is very unusual. 

25, 5. Apperit The correct reading is perhaps apperingy as in B. 
25, 7. Applaud^ to agree or assent: so also on pp. 54, 15 and 

88, 2. This is the earliest sense of the word in English. In each 
case Bellenden has used it without any suggestion from the Latin 
text. 

25, 10. Foment, The form with final -j, written /omens andy&r- 
nencey is also common : cf. anent, anens, and anentis (see GI.) In 
both cases the mod. form is that in -ent. 

25, 15. Tribus, This Latin form recurs on p. 37, 3 and elsewhere. 

27, 15. Approcheand, A very common word with Bellenden in the 
sense of *near/ ^ close at hand,' rendering L. 'finitimus,* "vici- 
nus,' &c. 

27, 20. Contempey a variant of contempne^ contemn (cf. contempnit, 
28, 7, &c.), as solempe is of solempne, solemn. 

27, 21. Euery vthir thingis (cf. 56, 12). The use of every with pi. 
sbs. is common throughout the work : cf. euery partis^ 28, 7 ; 127, 3. 
The demonstratives this and that are at times similarly used (as in 
mod. Aberdeenshire dialect) — e.g,^ \is weris^ 35, 29. 

28, 14. Bellenden has missed the sense of the Latin through not 
appreciating the force of ecquocL The confusion in B probably in- 
dicates that he had some trouble with the passage, so that his draft 
was not clear to the scribe. 

28, 18. Commovit, In this sense the word is almost exclusively 
Scottish after 1500, though used by Gower, Lydgate, and Caxton. 
28, 25. Chevelrier, The form is very unusual. 

28, 29. Sichty and gloriusy L. ' claram expectatamque.* For other 
examples of sichty see Gl. 

29, 4. Policyis, Still used of the grounds of country houses. 

29, 14. Passing, surpassing. The form passant is also used in this 
sense by some writers. 

30, 6, Softy soften. This, with the synonymous mesey is one of 
Bellenden's favourite words (see Gl.) 

30, 24. Importabily unbearable; also a favourite, and formerly 
common in English use, from Chaucer to the early part of the 
seventeenth century. 
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31, 6. Skarmussing^ skirmishing, occurs frequently with some 
variety of spelling in the two MSS., as skarmisching^ scarmusching^ 
and scarmising, 
31, 16. Courtlie veschell renders L. ' ferculum.' 
31, 21. Promittity promised, is one of the many cases in which the 
Scottisji form is based on the Latin infinitive or present, while the 
corresponding English one is formed from the supine or participle : 
cf. Scottish possede^ depone^ interpone^ oppone, propone, promove^ 
promity inserty prevene, with English possess^ depose^ interpose, oppose, 
propose^ promote, promise^ insert^ prevent j but conversely Sc. inc/use, 
intruse, Eng. include, intrude, 

31, 23. I King Romulus^ . . . offeris . . . and dedicatis. The -is 
appears, according to rule, because the verb does not immediately 
follow the pronoun. Examples are frequent throughout the work, as 
36, 3, "Gif 3e be penitent and forthinkw"; 53, 26, "Als sone as we 
. . . ionys togiddir"; 55, 4, "I consent and dowit*'; 76, 6, "I de- 
cerne and lugis" ; 76, 25, "I, J?e preist feciall, . . . makw and de- 
nuncis batall" ; 91, 27, "We, quhilkis war, . . . Aas roung lang 
tyme"; 150, 30, "We, ]?e 3oung men of rome, denundj batall"; 
274, 24, "3e extoll and magnifiyj J>e pepill"; ii. 31, 16, "Now J>ai 
irk and differrij batall " ; &c. 

32, 2. As he desirit. The semicolon should follow these words. 
32, 3. Seildiny seldom. Here, and on p. 96, 4, B has seyndill, 

seindilly which is probably Bellenden's own form, as it is used in 
the BM. text of the latter passage. 

32, 22. Send, sent. This form of the pa. t. and pa. pple. is more 
original than sent, and is the common one in older Scots, as 
*Leg. Saints/ i. 191, "He send twa, at worthy ware"; 'Wallace,' 
i. 81, "To Corspatryk of Dunbar sone he send," &c. ; Dunbar, 
xlviii. 78, "With that annone scho send the swyft Ro"; &c. 

83, 6. Aggreit, made to agree, reconciled. Formerly also an 
English use of the word. 

33, 26. Bandy compact (also 54, 31 ; 59, 23, &c.) A special 
Scottish sense of the word, in common use from about 145a 

33, 28. Brochis, armlets; L. *armillae.' See the 'O.E.D.,' s.v. 
Brooch. The ' Promptorium Parv.' has, " Broche, moniUy armillaJ* 

34, 16. Debatity resisted ; L. ' sustinebat' The sense is unusual : 
cf. ii. 123, 16, and the note on 59, 3 below. 

34, 21. Discomfist, discomfited. The form is only Scottish (cf. 
mod. dial, scomfish), and usually occurs in the pa. t or pa. pple. A 
parallel form is disherist, 161, 33. 

35, 3. Bront (B, brount). Here and elsewhere (see Gl.) Bellenden 
uses brunt to render Latin words denoting the front or front rank of 
an army, a sense which apparently is not otherwise recorded. 

35, 5. Ischit, issued. The common Scottish form ische corresponds 
to a ME. isse from OF. issir^L. exfre, Bellenden uses the word 
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very often in the same sense as here, and transitively (a much rarer 
use) on p. 91, 10. 

36, 8. LugeariSj hosts; L. 'hospites': cf. 165, 28, and the use 
of lugeing on p. 12, 9. The use is somewhat rare, but occurs in 
seventeenth -century English. 

35, 10. Forcy^ strong, stout A favourite adjective with Bellenden, 
and chiefly used by Scottish writers. 

35, 33. Thoriwart^ L. * transverso.' The more usual form is 
thortour: see 194, 33 and 251, 12. 

36, 2. The missing words may be supplied from the BM. text : see 
vol. ii. p. 237. 

36, 2. Matchis^ sons-in-law (see GL); from ON. mdgr—Qi^, mkg. 
The form mauch also occurs in older Scots (Wyntoun, ii. 1637, v. 
141 5, &c}, and is represented in northern English dialects. The 
maich of pp. 89, 11 and 90, 20 is expressed hy gude son on p. 91, 15. 

36, 9. Desolate of. This obsolete construction was in common 
English use from Chaucer to the seventeenth century. 

36, 12. Stirkin^ the reading of the MS., ought to have been re- 
tained : see vol. ii. p. 335. 

37, 5. Nocht is in the BM. text, which also suggests the readings 
\e centuryes in line 11, and \ir hie in 21. 

37, 26. Schort dayis, a few days, a short time. 

38, 4. Nocht traistity not expected ; L. * insperata.' 

38, 9. Fer^ &* rank weremen (L. 'juventus' only) retains an old 
use of rank which is rare in later writers. Cf. Bellenden, ' Chron. 
Scot.*(i82i), I. 177, "Certane wycht and rank men tuke him be the 
middil.'* 

38, 19. Tentis. BM. hsiS patl^nis : cf. 39, 8 and 40, 2. 

38. 24. Amang ]>e scroggis ofthik rammell renders the L. " densi 
obsita virgultA." Both scrog and rammel are found in northern 
English as well as in Scots. 

38, 35. Bargane, conflict, battle. The sense, which is chiefly a 
Scottish one, occurs frequently in Bellenden's writings. 

39, 6. Thortoure^ athwart The form is used not only as a preposi- 
tion, but also as an adverb and adjective (see Gl.) For the latter 
use see also the 'Wallace,* iv. 540, &c., and for the adverb the 'Court 
of Venus,' i. 124, "All thortour drawin with taffateis of blew." 

39, 27. Rubbery y robbery; also written rubry {rubery\ 213, 30. 
The form is common in Scottish texts, as * Wallace,' iv. 44, " Off sic 
rubry war sufHsance to ces." 

40, 6. Campisy fields ; L. * in agris.' A very rare use : the ' O.E.D.' 
quotes Sylvester (1598) for " the watery camp "= the sea. 

40, 6. Determtty determined : frequently used by Bellenden. The 
form is apparently first found in Scottish writers, but occurs in 
sixteenth- and seventeenth-century English. In some passages there 
is confusion with decemit, which might easily be read as detemiU

40, 13. Exerciti exercised, experienced. A rare use. (Cf. note to 

114, 12.) 

40, 15. Ressett, received. The form is found in fourteenth-century 
English, but afterwards became distinctively Scottish until readopted 
in English legal use. 

40, 29. Kyndelie heritage. This sense of kindly^ chiefly a Scottish 
one, is common in Bellenden ; it occurs again with heritage on pp. 
I02, 14 (L. 'patrio regno')? and 167, 16; also native &* kyndelie 
naciouny 56, 16, &c. 

40, 33. Howbeid, The form is usual in B, but A commonly has 
how beit The change of it to d after vowels and certain consonants 
is normal in some Scottish dialects, and occurs now and then in some 
of the older texts, especially in rhymes. 

41, 13. Dredour, dread. A purely Scottish formation on dread^ in 
common use during the sixteenth century : the synonymous raddour 
or reddour is also a Scottish formation on the adj. rod or red^ afraid. 
In either case the use of the suffix -our is of an exceptional character. 

41, 20. Ane certane^ a certain number. Cf. ii. 183, 18. 

41, 25. Quietlie^ privately; L. 'taciti': cf. 160, 23, quiet trewis^ 
'tacitse induciae.' The use of quiet and quietly with the sense of 
secrecy or of not attracting general notice is characteristically Scottish 
at this period. 

42, 5. Contempily contemplate ; L. ' intueri.' The form contemple 
is also found in sixteenth- and seventeenth-century English. 

42, 15. Deificatey deified : a sixteenth -century word, apparently 
more used by Scottish than by English writers. 

42, 33. Boldin, swollen. The form, by metathesis for bolnid, is 
exclusively Scottish, and perhaps not found earlier than in Bellen- 
den's writings. Here it occurs only in figurative senses, but in the 
*Cron. Scot* (1821), II. 112, he has, "The river . . . boldin above 
the brayis": cf. 'Trojan War,' ii. 1755. "Bolnede with wattere." 

43, 2. Dedeny^ deign. A form of obscure origin, chiefly used by 
Scottish writers. Here BM. has deny^ which occurs on p. 116, 27. 

43, 29. Beleuit to tyne^ expected to lose. 

44, 8. Observate, observed. The form is very rare. 

44, 16. Assist^ assent. Used several times by Bellenden (see G1.X 
but apparently not common in other writers. 

45, 9. Tetrik, See the note on p. 244 of vol. ii. 
45, 10. Soroufull renders L. ' tristis.' 

45, 11. Corruppit ought to be incorruppit; L. * incorruptius.' 

45, 15. Prefer has been suggested by praferre of the Latin text, 
but is used in a different sense. 

45, 30. Dividit and cumpasity L. ' determinavit.' 

45, 33. Signne or meithy L. *signum.' Meith^ from ON. mif {Dz. 
med), is properly a landmark by which fishermen find the fishing- 
ground* Douglas uses the word in much the same sense as Bellen- 
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den, "Gyf I remember the methis of stemis weill," II. 224, 27 ; "With 
this thai gan towart the meithe approche," II. 233, 3. 

45, 35. Transportit^ transferred ; L. 'translatus.' On p. 95, 21, trans- 
laiit is used in this sense (rendering L. ' inclinata'}. 

46, 14. Hantit^ practised, experienced. A favourite word with 
Bellenden. Hant as sb., in the sense of 'practice/ occurs on p. 
loi, 27. 

47, 9. Lymyt, appoint, assign ; L. ' praeficere.* This use is common 
in English from the end of the fourteenth to the seventeenth century. 

47, 20. Happy ^ and 22. happely: see note to 24, 19. Bellenden has 
mistaken the sense of the Latin. On vnhappy^ see note to 61, 4. 

47, 23. MailhouriSy unfortunate ; from F. malheureux. Bellenden 
also uses the sb. mallewrite (see Gl.) 

49, 15. Helplie, helpful. The form is also found in ME. from the 
thirteenth to the fifteenth century; afterwards only in Scots, together 
with the variant helplyke, 

49, 19. Counterfet The BM. copy has the equivalent spelling -fHt; 
the form in B, counterfute^ is not easy to explain, but is found in other 
Scottish texts, as 'Satirical Poems,' xlv. 513, "To counterfute that fals 
conceat." 

51,4. A ntecessoure, ancestor: frequently used by Bellenden without 
suggestion from his original. Here it renders L. 'proximo regi*; in 
line 6, anUcessouris answers to 'avita (gloria)*; on 77^ 12, to *regum 
priorum ' ; 81, 22, * superiorum regum ' ; 83, 20, * priores reges'; 1 13, 12, 
* superiores reges,* &c. 

51, 8. /nereis, grow, become : an unusual sense, not suggested by 
the Latin, which has 'senescere otio/ 

51, 15. Vnder ane tyfne—\^. 'sub idem tempus.' Bellenden, how- 
ever, uses the prep, in this and similar senses even where there is no 
sub in the Latin, as 52, 1 5, " vnder ane communite " ; 63, 24, " vnder ane 
opinioun" ; ii. 99, 15, "vnder ane cumpany" {mixti), 

51, 17. By, going beyond, transgressing : the form is always dis- 
tinguished in spelling from be^ *by.' Cf. "by ]7e auld lawis," 
103, 24. 

52, 7. For all this line the Latin has only 'summa ope.' 

52, 16. Equate^ levelled. The same use occurs on p. 69, 22 (rend- 
ering L. 'adasquat') and 77 ^ 30, and seems peculiar to Bellenden, who 
has it also in the 'Chron. Scot.' (1821), II. 161. Cf. also equate=maA^ 
equal (L. *aequari'), on p. 143, 23. 

52, 18. Campity camped. Freely used by Bellenden (also in active 
sense, 63, 31), but apparently not otherwise common at this date. 

52, 18. Beltit^ surrounded; L. *circumdant* : cf. 88, 8, where the 
Latin has 'cingere,' and 97, 8, 'circumdat.' The use seems to be 
peculiar to Bellenden until the nineteenth century. 

52, 19. Fowsye, ditch ; L. ' fossa.' Frequent throughout the work : 
the form is purely Scottish, and common in the sixteenth century.

52y 21. Roust ofyris, L. ' vetustate.' So p. 134, 29, and ii. 47, 31. 

53» 21. Ctrculity circled ; also 151, 4. The form is common in six- 
teenth-century Scottish, and the equivalent circuled is found both 
earlier and later in English use. 

63^ 25. Thoundrand preiiS oftrumpett renders L. ' signum pugnae ' : 
cf. Prol. 5, "Thy werelike trumpett thounder in myne ere." 

54^ 17. Scharpe and ^rrundin swerdis. The epithets are conven- 
tional and common: the Latin has only *ferro.' 

54^ 31. FenSS {fence) am band, L. 'foedus ferire.* An uncommon 
use of the verb : cf. ii. 89, 15, ^fensit statiouns,' and the expressions, 
• to fence a court (of justice),' * to fence the Parliament.' 

56, 23. Vnthankfuli displeasing ; L. ' minime gratus.' So again on 
p. 60, 24 (L. * ing^atus *). Cf. thankfully * gratum,' 99, 23. 

56, 26. Penetfive, penetrating ; used again on p. 127, 29, with 
wourdis (L. ' atrocioribus ')> and ii. 162, 23 with caldis, but not at all 
a common word. 

56, 32. Concursioun^ meeting ; L. * concursus.' Bellenden is appar- 
ently the first writer to use the form, but it is common in later 
English use. 

57, 2. Trymling, The BM. copy has tremelingy which accounts 
for B's termeling (see vol. ii. p. 335). 

67, 4. Rauk^ hoarse. BM. has rawke; the raule of B is an error. 
Although adopted from L. raucus^ the word is not suggested here by 
the original, which has *torpebat vox.* The form is also used by 
Henryson and Douglas, and some modem writers have ventured upon 
the French rauque in place of raucous, 

58» 5. Several^ severed, separated. Siverit, the reading of B, 
occurs on p. 60, 2, and siver on 171, i (where B has syver). On the 
variation of -cU and -it see p. 336 above. 

58, 9. Fallow is, somewhat exceptionally, used for ' match * or * op- 
ponent ' : the Latin has ' caeso hoste.' 

59, 1. Rinky coprse; L. 'cursu.' B has reink and BM. rynk: in 
ii. 186, 25, A has renktSy B rinkis, Douglas has renk more than once, 
as IL 243, 13, "Be this thai wan neir to the renkis end." 

59, 3. Debaity opposition ; L. * prcelium.' The phrase to make debate^ 
in this sense is chiefly Scottish (i6th century). Cf. note on debatit^ 
34, 16. 

60, 20. Aggregeity aggravated, made graver. The use of the word, 
which recurs in ii. 76, 10 (rendering additum\ is not suggested by the 
Latin here. 

60, 29. Horribil cryme renders horrendi criminis of the old text : 
modem editions read carminis, 

61, 1. Frivole his apellctcioun. Apparently an isolated example of 
fnvole as a verb ; the Latin has only ' si vincent' 

61, 3. Vtouth orinwith. The former is also written vtowth^ outouth. 
and outwith (see Gl.) Both words are still in use to some extent : I 
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have heard * come inwitb ' used to invite a visitor to draw nearer to 
the fire. 

61, 4. Vnhappy^ unlucky ; L. ' infelici,' which on 62, i is rendered 
by vnchancy, Cf. the note to 47, 21. 

61, 5. Absofyy to absolve ; L. * absolvere,' which elsewhere in the 
work is rendered by the more usual form assoily. The corresponding 
English form absoyle is recorded from about 1450 to 1550. 

61, 8. Burreo, the lictor. See note to 17, 31. 

61, 12. Devoluit, brought, laid. Bellenden used the word several 
times (see Gl.) There is no equivalent in the Latin here ; in 73, 1 1 the 
original has ' redierat.' 

62, 19. Demg one staik, A misunderstanding of the Latin, which 
has 'transmisso . . . tigillo.' 

62, 27. Q^emell (quamelt) stanisy L. ' saxo quadrato.' The word 
is extremely rare, and its form difficult to account for. 

63, 13. Kest (keist) him, set himself; L. * coepit* The phrase recurs 
in L 16, and on p. 279, 23. On the form see note to 17, 25. 

63, 13» Recounselly reconcile. The fomip which is common in 
ME., occurs frequently in a variety of spellings (see Gl.) 

63, 29. Standy stood. The more common form of the pp. is standin; 
but stand is also found in other texts, as Stewart's Chron., 23417, 
"With ws I wait it had nocht now stand so." The mod. form is 
stuidiriy after the pa. t stuid (cf. note to 17, 25). 

64, IL Pertly (see note to 23, 25) is here suggested by L. 'aperte.* 
64, 16. To cutt &* drive our \e tyme renders L. * ut tereret tempus ' ; 

cf. ii. 186, 3, "the tyme was lang oure drevin," L. *teri.* 

64, 26. Palnes &* dredoure^ L. ' Pallor et Pavor.' 

65, 7. Colonys. Only the pi. occurs, also written colonis and collords 
(see GL), apparently implying a sing, colon or colone, which is found 
in seventeenth-century English ; but on p. 223, 21 the form is colonyis^ 
and in ii. 127, 26 and 29 colony es. 

65, 18. ReskourCiy recourse. The form is due to association with 
rescours, 'rescue,* for which the form recours sometimes occurs. 

65, 20. Nakity stripped : used as preterite on account of the ending 
being suitable. An infinitive naken^ and stem naken-y mikn-, are 
found in Middle English. 

65, 21. Blynd and rammyst : the Latin has only 'caeci.* Rammisty 
of which the origin is not clear, is a purely Scottish word, and of 
rare occurrence. Sir G. Haye writes it ramysde, and has also the 
derivative ramysdness. 

66, 3, Concioun, L. * concio ' ; apparently first used by Bellenden, 
but occasionally employed by English writers of the sixteenth and 
seventeenth centuries. 

66, 4. Hohas, a curious form of ' oyez ' : Skene uses hoyesy and oyas 
is found in Middle English. There is no corresponding term in 
the Latin. 
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66, 15. "^oure onelie manhede^ your manhood alone. 

67, 1. Obtemperat is not taken from the Latin. The form is chiefly 
Scottish. Cf. obUmpir^ 92, la 

67, 3. lomey renders L ' itineris,' but Bellenden has not accurately 
reproduced the sense of the passage. 

68, 3. Dysmembrit, L. ' lacerum.* The reading of B» demembrit^ is 
partly supported by that of BM. dimenbrit. The form with de- was 
in Scottish use during the later fifteenth and the sixteenth century. 

68. 10. SubdittiSy subjects, occurs also 233, 3 ; it is not suggested 
by the Latin text in either passage. 

68, 17. Transport here, and on p. 77, 14, renders L. 'traducere,' 
but Bellenden also uses the word where the Latin does not suggest 
it, as 78, 2 and 78, 11. 

69, 2. 7»rO, the usual Scottish form of truss^ occurs frequently 
in the text (see Gl.) 

69, 4. Vagcdfoundisy L. 'errabundi.' BM. has wagabound as adj. 
(cf. 71, 3). With B*s form, wagamaundiSy compare Sp. *vaga- 
mundo/ where the change has been suggested by mundo, world. 

70, 15. IVraie^ enrolled, after L. ' scripsit.' 

70, 26. Intertenyity entertained. The -y belongs to the verb, the 
infinitive being interteny on p. 144, 9, and intertenye on p. 266, 23. 
The form is found in other Scottish texts, as ' Catholic Tractates,' 
225 (1600), "To entertenie thame with thair wyfis and baimes." 
Compare reponyingy 81, 2 ; estitnyey ii. 180, 19. 

70, 26. Reclame: the meaning is not quite clear, as there is no 
corresponding word in the Latin. 

71, 2. Roust and auld haterent— L. ' iras.' For this use of ' rust/ 
cf. Dunbar's Poems, ii. 163, 'A roust that is sa rankild quhill risis 
my stomok.' 

71, 6. Condidonatey stipulated. Apparently first found in Bellenden, 
but used in seventeenth*century English. 
71. 7. Inviolately obseruit renders L. ' valuit' 

71, 27. In \is behalf, on this account, for this purpose ; so also ii. 
19, 5. This use of behalf \^ also found in English from the fifteenth 
to the eighteenth century. Holland, in the ' Court of Venus,' i. 484, 
has the unusual form behaWy " Men for to caus Incline in that behaw." 

72» 2. Institute (cf. 3 and 5) is one of the Latin words which 
Bellenden frequently employs without any suggestion from the original, 
which here has only susceptum est; but on p. 73, 24, war institute 
renders L. Mnstituta erant.' For Institucioun on p. 74, 5 the Latin 
has 'instituta' ; but for cerymonis and Instituciouns on 82, 31 it has 
only • ritus.' 

72, 12. Exercioun should perhaps be exercicioun. 

72, 27. Comnuntaris, The Scottish form in -or instead of -ary is 
also used by R. Bail lie in the seventeenth century. 

72, 28. Occult . . . sacrifice* Bellenden is apparently the earliest

Scot' Compare degest avisetnent^ 217, 7, also a current Scottish use 
in the sixteenth century. 

73^ 14. Comitcst * comitia.' It is posable that the proper form is 
cornices,' the c is frequently quite clear in B. 

74, L Inserit^ inserted ; L. * relata.' The form is confined to 
sixteenth-century Scots (cf. the note to 31, 21). 

74, 29. RepeHdoun ofgudis^ L. ' res repetuntur.' 

76, 18. ^oung childreru Bellenden has inverted the sense of 
'puberibus,' or he may have read 'pueris.' 

76, 23. Decretity decreed ; L. 'censuit' ; also ii. 132. 17. The form 
occurs in fifteenth-century English, but in later use is only Scottish. 
Cf. the sb. decretty decree, 174, 8, &c 

76, 27. Flang (or slang\ L. 'emittebat' Variation of/ and s is 
natural in this case. 

77, 5. Viage^ journey. For B's form wayage^ see the GL under 
vaycLge* 

78^ L Resset, place of receipt ; L. ' receptaculum.' Also written 
ressaity ressate: see GL, and cf. note to 40, 15. 

78^ 17. Penurite: regularly used by Bellenden to translate L. 
' inopia.' 

79, 5. Salynisy L. ' salinae ' : see the note on p. 265 of voL ii. 

79, 17. Levit behind^ survived ; L. * superfiiit' 

79, 27. BekavingiSy manners. The form is also used by Lord 
Bemers (1523X and occurs repeatedly here: in all the remaining 
passages B has havingis (see Gl-X also a common Scottish form. 

80, 22. Erfie, BM. agrees with B in writing heme : on this misuse 
of ^ see p. 335 above. 

81, 2. Reponying, replacing ; L. * redderet.' With the form com- 
pare interieny^ 70, 26, &c. 

81, 11. Prenosticaie, Neither this nor pronosticacioun on p. 88, 11 
is suggested by the Latin. 

82, 13. HuntiSy hunting; L. 'venatum.' The plural is common in 
this sense, as in the ' Leg. Saints,' xxv. 236, *^ He a day til hwntis 
^ede," and ' Gude and Godlie Ball./ 174, "With huntis vp, with huntis 
vp. It is now perfite day.'' 

82, 30. Accustum^ experience, is also found in English writers from 
Skelton to Milton. 
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83, 21 and 22. Playing plods is Bellenden's own explanation of 
Circus: cf. i8i, 9, in \e generall playing piads^ 'in circo.' 

84, 1. Tavemis and galeryis=L.* portiais tabemseque.' The rest 
of the sentence is added by the translator, as well as ''gevand . . . 
policyis," in lines 2 and 3. 

84, 5 and 23. Impeschit The spelling with em- is more usual in 
this text (see Gl.) : the word is the same as impeach, 

84, 12. Properant diligence. The phrase recurs on p. 96, 20^ and 
the adj. is also used in other contexts (see Gl.) 

84, 18. Actius Nabius stands for Accius Navius (modem editions 
read Alius), 

85, 2. Parle should perhaps h^ place (cf. 96, 23). 

85, 32. StoupiSy posts. A Northern word, adopted from ON. sloipi 
(Da. slolpe), Bellenden has somewhat expanded his original. 

86, 12. Dang and sloppit is not quite accurate as a rendering of 
the Latin, which has 'sisterent,' stopped. Sloppit occurs again on 
p. 139, 26, for L. 'fusi,' and Bellenden also uses the sb. slop, 

87, 1. Garisoun^ L. ' praesidio.' Bellenden more commonly uses 
gamisoun, the older form in this sense, for which garisoun begins to 
appear early in the sixteenth century. Cf. 211, 13, where B has 
garysonis and A gamisouns. 

87, 10-11. With . . . man. These two lines correspond to ' divina 
humanaque omnia' of the original. 

88, 12. Closettis, condittis, &* synhis. The Latin has 'cloacis' 
only. So 127, 22, closettis and condittis represent L. 'cloacas.' 

8B, 15. Discensis, descent : cf. 106, 3 and 269, 3. The form descense 
or descence is also found in fifteenth- and sixteendi-century English, in 
various senses. 

88, 18. He was votit, he had vowed ; L. ' voverat' 

89, 23. Deliuer of one childe^ L. ' partum edidisse.' This use of 
deliver is found in northern English of the fourteenth and fifteenth 
centuries, but appears to be rare in later writers. The more usual 
sense of 'active' occurs on p. 58, 18. 

80, 6. Ane seruand, &c, Bellenden has read servus instead of 
* Servius serva natus.' 

80, 23. To mafc plaisy &c. Here, and in the sportsum fabil of 
1. 34, Bellenden has quite mistaken the meaning of his author. 

90, 26. Porch, For this, and for porchis on p. 98, 29, the BM. text 
has ane woid place; fox porchis^ 104, 15, it has outboundis, 

91, 1. Errdstjully L. ' intentus.' The form eamestful is rare ; in the 
sixteenth century apparently only Scottish. Even in the present pas- 
sage B has eimislie and BM. emistlie; compare, however, emistfiilly 
i93» 3» which is also found in the Cambridge MS. of Barbour's < Brus,' 
viii. 144, " Tharfor he ansuerd emystfuUy" (but E has irusly^ H angerly), 

91, 6. Swownand in ]>e dede-thraw is a spirited rendering of L. 
' moribundum.' 
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91, 10. Ischii \e chalmer of al persouns^ L. * arfoitros ejicit' Cf. 
135, 10, Isckit of all suspect persouns, 'remotis arbitris.' 

91, 14. To sail on one vthir burde. This nautical metaphor is not 
in the original, which has simply 'alia praesidia molitur.' Burde^ 
board, means ' tack,' and the present passage is perhaps the earliest 
in which it is found ; but it is also used by Bellenden's contemporary 
Stewart, 'Chron. Scot.,' 586, ''Thai salit lown and still. Ay be ane 
burd fyve dais and fyve nycht." 

91, 15. Gude-son^ son-in-law. C£ gude-fader^ 91, 18, and gude- 
moder, 91, 19. Bellenden appears to be the earliest authority for the 
last of tliese : the two former occur in Douglas, IV. 199, i, and 203, 13. 

92, 5. Ingravin. An unusual sense of the word : the Latin has 
.'descendisse.' 

92, 10. Cotmalescity recovered : also 192, 18. The word is used by 
Caxton, but afterwards appears to have been confined to Scottish 
writers until the nineteenth century. 

92, 10. Obtetnpir^ to obey. Chiefly a Scottish word, still used in 
legal diction. 

92, 13. Servandis of armesy sergeants-at-arms ; L. ' lictoribus.' 

92, 22. Gude-willarisy favourers : also 282, 15. Apparently only 
in Scottish use, although ill-wilier is not uncommon in English. 
Ct gude-wilfyy XL 135, 18. 

92, 29. Eldit^ grew old : also ii. 215, yj. Bellenden seems to be one 
of the latest authors to use the word. 

94, 2. CeniS (sens), census. A rare form, but occurring in later 
English writers. 

94^ 6. Glassies (classyis), classes. The form classy is certified by 
the BM. text (see vol. ii. p. 271).' 

94^ 17. Hewmonlis, helmets ; L. * galeas * : so hewmondis (-montis), 
ii. 103, 26. The form is a Scottish one, altered from hewmet=OY. 
keaumet, healmet: cf. the common rewme=0¥. reaume^ realm. 

94, 22. Munycioun 6f* Ingynis of chevelry=^\^, * machinas.' 

94, 27. Buklaris in stede oftargis^ L. * scutum pro clipeo.* 

95, 20. Importance^ income (not suggested by the Latin). The use 
appears to be purely Scottish, and is found a little earlier in a 
document of 1505, quoted in Pennecuik's 'Blue Blanket' (1756), 42 : 
see the ' O.E.D.' s.v. 

95, 30» Voce should perhaps be read as vote, 

97, VL Ane certane boundis. On the use of ane with pL sbs., see 
Gregory Smith's ' Specimens of Middle Scots,' pp. 298, 321. 

98, 26. Husband man^L, ^ paiTi familiae.' This sense of the word 
is also found in Wyclif and fifteenth-century English. 

99, 11. Frustery frustrate (see Gl.) The form is chiefly Scottish, 
used by Dunbar, Stewart, &c. It is not suggested by the Latin here. 

99, ^. Murmurit him. This uncommon use of the verb is not due 
to anything in the Latin, which has ' jactari voces.' 
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100, 2. Itnpulsioun^ impulse. An early example of the word, which 
recurs on pp. io6, 9 and 224, 8. 

100, 7. Attoure ]>tr, y>ung^ &c The punctuation should be altered 
to Attoure^ }pts yniHgy &c. 

101, 1. Contempcion^ contempt : also 105, 3. The form is chiefly 
Scottish, of the late fifteenth and the sixteenth centuries, but also 
found in English in the latter period. The clause which follows is 
badly rendered : the correction in BM. (see vol. ii. p. 176) gives the 
real sense of the Latin. 

101, 13. Dul^ be dull. An unusual sense, but found in fifteenth- 
century English. The more common one of ' become dull ' is found 
on p. 72, II. 

101, 27. Hanty practice. Cf. Bellenden, * Chron. Scot'(i82i), II. 216, 
''Than wes nocht usit sic hant of dise and cartis as ar now vsit." 
The verb in similar senses is common throughout the present text 

102; 10. Belt ]>e, gird thyself; L. 'quin accingeris.' Cf. 'Chron. 
Scot.,' I. 238, " Belt you thairfore, lusty gallandis, with manhede and 
wisdome." 

102, 32. Insirukkit Bellenden no doubt read instrucius for in- 
stinctus of the modem editions : cf. the note to ii. 97, 34. 

103, 1. Remembringy reminding ; L. ' admonere.' This transitive 
use recurs again in various passages (see Gl.) 

103,4. Tyistit {tistii), enticed; L. 'allicere.* The form with 
parasitic / is usual in sixteenth-century Scots. 

104, 1. IntruHty thrust in. The form is chiefly Scottish (cf. note 
to p. 31, 21), but also occurs in sixteenth-century English. 

105^ 2. IJcenty licensed : also 133, 15. The form is Scottish only, 
and still current (pronounced Ueskenf). Bellenden has it also in the 
' Chron. Scot' (1821), I. 104, "The nobillis of the Pichtis . . . war licent 
to retume hame " ; and Rolland, in the ' Court of Venus,' iii. 362, 
''The law licent ... At that time for to haif ane concubine." 

105, 12. Tarquinius. The error Seruius is also in BM. 

105, 16. Cypriane rew^ L. ' Cyprium vicum ' : so Thuskam rew, 
I55i 39 L. ' Tuscum vicum.' Jfgw is also used by Bellenden in other 
passages (see GL), and is found in much earlier texts, as the ' Brus,' 
xiv. 221 and xv. 71 ; 'Leg. Saints,' xxx. (Theodera), 115, "Thane 
duelt ]fSLrt in J^e reu Nere his Innys," &c. ; 'Trojan War," ii. 82, 
" Thrught all ^ rewes wp ande doune " ; ' How the good wife,' 107, 
" Oppinly in the rew to syng " ; and elsewhere. 

105, 19. Abhorrit with, &c., L. * abhorret a csetero scelere.' The 
same construction is used by Stewart, ' Chron. Scot,' 11250 {heading\ 
" Quhen thai saw the greit montanis thay abhorrit with thame." 

100, 3. Discente. Read disunce : see note to 88, 15. 

106, 12. Spendit, sprang. The Latin has ' respersa.' 

106, 24. Ane alUmerly persoun. Cf. ane anerfy god in the 'Craft 
of Deing,' 221. The adjectival use of these forms is rare* 
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106927. Prevenit^ prevented; L. Mntervenisset': see note to 31, 
21. Bellenden makes frequent use of the word (see Gl.) 

107, 30. Few nowmer, small number ; L. * paucitate.' Compare 
** ane few cumpany ** in ii. 105, 18. This use oifew was not conSned 
to Scottish. 

108, 22. Occasiaun^ setting : the L. has * paulo ante quam sol 
occideret' Cf. ii. 207, 29 and 208, 25; L. ^occasum.' Bellenden is 
perhaps the only authority for this use of the word. 

109, 23. Amyabill compositoure^ friendly mediator; L. ' disceptator.' 
Amiable in this sense is found in English writers from Chaucer to 
Caxton, but compositor is apparently confined to Scottish use : c£ 
12, 10, and Barbour's ' Brus,' i. 88, ''As gud nychtbur, And as freynd- 
some compositur," vihext Jreyndsome^nsyf trs to Bellenden*s amyabilL 

110, 5. Incu^Sy to strike, inspire ; L. ' injicere.' The word was also 
in English use in the sixteenth and seventeenth centuries. 

HI, 20. Brandreth^ gridiron (L. 'cratis*)* from ON. brandreiS. 
Used again in ii. 121, 22. The modem form is brander, the dropping 
of the th being as in hunder for hundreth^ wander for wandreth. 

112, 26. Hedismen &* princes, L. 'capita.' Cf. 115, 24, hedismen 
and prindpall capitanis^ L. 'primores.' Headman is the commoner 
form in this sense. 

112, 26. Afaldy unanimous : an unusual sense of the word, and not 
suggested by anything in the Latin. The more usual meaning 
' honest ' occurs on p. 229, 5-. 

113, 21. Ampliacioun (cf. 131, i), suggested by the occurrence of 
'amplitudinem' in the Latin. 

114, 11. Tyrant The variant of B, terane^ has the ending in the 
same form as tyrane on p. 115, 4. A third variation is terand 
(•Wallace,* iii. 242, &c.) 

114, 12. Exercit {excersifjy exercised. The form is used by Chaucer, 
Caxton, and other English writers, but is more frequent in Scottish. 
114, 14. Sollicitude should be solitude ^l^ ' solitudinem.' 
114, 26. Vnawamistlie, without warning ; L. ' incautos.' The adv. 
recurs in vol. ii. p. 89, 23, and the adj. in i. 165, i ; cf. also vnwamist, 
i. 123, 9. 

114, 28. To pas wilsum^ to wander ; L. * pererraturum.' 

115, 30. Craftuislie in B ought perhaps to be read craftiuslie^ as 
in Stewart, ' Chron. Scot,' 3147, " Quhair all science war kennit 
craftiuslie." 

116, 1. FuUchy foolish. Both adj. and adv. are written with -ick 
(see GL), in agreement with the modem dialect pronunciation. Cf. 
carlyche^ 'Trojan War,' i. 86. Ws/ulige has its parallel in elrage^ 
166, 8, for elriche^ 'eldritch.' 

116, 22. Chesborvis, poppies ; L. ' papavemm.' The name is in 
English use as chesboll from the beginning of the fifteenth century. 
With the present passage compare the 'Compl. Scotland,' xi. 94, 
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^ Quhar that he gat ony chasbollis that greu hie, he straik the heidis 
fra them." 

116, 2L FasMt and wery^ L. < fessus.' Bellenden makes frequent 
use oifasMty common enough in the later language, but apparently 
not recorded before his time. 

116, 30. Coniecturactounsj conjectures. A very rare sixteenth- 
century form, not taken from the original here. 

11% 23. Ane commoun fousye^ L. ' cloacam maximam.' 

120, 28. SoviVy sure. The form is frequent in the remainder of 
the work (see Gl.) Cf. Stewart, *Chron. Scot.,' 4791 St "So souer als 
in all tyme at ane sail3e," and the 'Wallace,' iii. 84, "Gude souir 
weide dayly on him he wour " ; iii. 357, &c 

120, 31. EscheU emd confiscate. The L. has only ' praedae.' 

120, 33. Schaddaw, L. ' obtentu.' Also written schaddo. B's 
schawdow here is perhaps only a blunder. 

121, 5. Ane wand of gold, L. ' aureum baculum.' Ane club of 
home is a mistranslation of 'comeo baculo.' 'Baculum' is also 
rendered by club on p. 116, 23. 

121, 16. KestcavilliSy L. 'sorti permittunt'; also 142, 19, 'sortiti.' 

122, 13. Superexpendity L. ' exhaustus.' Cf. Dunbar, xiii. 23, ** Some 
superexpendit gois to his bed' ; also iii. 397, "That superspendit euill 
spreit " ; and Rolland, ' Seven Sages,' 94, " And wox sa wonder pure in 
hand, And alwayis superspendit.*' 

123, 9. Vnwamist cummyngy L. 'necopinato adventu.' See note to 
114, 26 above. 

124, 12. Boisty to threaten : cf. ii. 121, 9, and boist {bosf)y a threat, 
i. 151, 24. This sense of noun and verb is almost exclusively 
Scottish. 

125, 19. Imput, imputed. The form is quite normal, as verbs of 
this type ending in •/ do not add -it for the preterite. 

125, 22. Exeme &* deliuery L. ' libero ' only. An early instance of 
exeme, which is chiefly a Scottish word, although exempt is standard 
English. On the other hand, English has accepted redeenty but not 
redempt, 

127,23. Dantarisy conquerors; L. *victores': cf. dantouris^ 215, 
6. The word is chiefly Scottish of the sixteenth century. 

128^ 19. Tere (Tet'r), stands for Cere, Caere. 

129, 19. Deponit, deposed : see note to 31, 21 above. Depone is 
freely used by Bellenden in a variety of senses not commonly ex- 
pressed by this form (see Gl.) 

130, 9. \e bettir, Liv/s meaning would be more correctly ex- 
pressed by reading to be bettir, 

130, 24. PlurcUite dr* frequent nowmery L. ' frequentia.' 

131, 27. Solist with \is suspiciouny follows the L. ' soUicitatam 
suspicione.' The similar use of solist on p. 57, 5 is not suggested 
by the original. 
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131, 30. Defmdiiy guarded against ; L. *tuendum.* 

131, 33. Releve^ ? to bring up, make prominent ; B's reveill is prob- 
ably an error. The Latin does not help to decide the meaning. 

13% 9. Do furth thy devoure, L. 'absolve beneficium tuum.' 
The text usually has the form devore (see Gl.), but devour is fre- 
quent in English of the fifteenth and sixteenth centuries. 

13% 15. Rutit in \are breisHsy L. ' persuasum animis.' 

133^ 10. Mare laitheand^ slower in coming ; L. * serius.' The 
correct reading, however, is probably Imcheand^ corresponding to 
lacheand in B, from a verb lache (perhaps an adoption of F. Idcher), 
to delay, lag, which is used also by Douglas, IV. 14a, 14, and answers 
to an English IcUch found (though rarely) in the sixteenth and seven- 
teenth centuries. 

133^ 16. Mare opin renyis, looser reins. A favourite phrase of 
Bellenden's, here used to render L. 'libido solutior'; in 1. 29, Maxa- 
menti'; 147, 17, 'licentiae*; 178, 11, Micentia'; cf. also 297, 6. 

134^ 9. Redressii, restored; L. 'reddita.' A rare use of redress, 
perhaps peculiar to Bellenden, who has it also in the ' Chron. Scot' 

134^ 28. Notabill, B is right in having noble, the Latin being 
'nobiles adolescentes.' 

135, 8. Intertenit, The reading of A is intended for interienyit: 
see the note to 70, 26. 

135, 31. Intromettity meddled : a well-known term of Scots law, 
used again in ii. 9, 9 and 228, 3. The Latin here is ' contacta . . . 
praeda.' 

136, 2. Multitude is here used to render L. ' seges/ and in line 6 
below to translate *• vis.' Religious in line 4 is taken over from the 
L. *• religiosum erat consumere,' but with a change of meaning. 

137, 16. Vengeance: an awkward attempt at translating L. 'vin- 
dicta.' In line 18 the insertion oi eftir is a mistake of the translator. 

137, 24. Recounteringy encountering. The form in B, recontering, 
appears to be confined to Scottish. 

137, 26. Dule habits mourning : the phrase recurs more than once 
(see Gl.) Dule weid was also used in the same sense. 

138, 1. Intercludity shut in; L. 'obsaeptus' : also 146, 12 and 149, 
6, L. 'saeptus.' The form was at one time common in English. 
Bellenden also uses the much rarer Interclusit (see Gl.) 

138, 14. Sparpellit, scattered ; L. * diripienda . . . dedisse.* The 
word is not uncommon in Middle English and Scots. 

139, 8. Armyis ought to be armis; L. 'insignibus.* 

139, 10. Drevin , . . aganis ]>e consult. Compare 161, 34, " Come 
drcvin with huge furie on tarquyne," and 162, 25, " Drevin aganis 
him with mare violent preif^." 

140, 20. Surrogate is used frequently by Bellenden (see Gl.) to 
render both 'subrogare* and 'sufficere,* and sometimes (as 286, 10) 
without direct suggestion from the Latin text. 
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liO, 27. Nakit him^ &c. : see note to 65, 2a The Latin has merely 
' summissis fascibus.' 

liO, 29. Devodit (=devoided), divested. A very rare form, not 
suggested by the Latin. 

141, 6. Perseuerand manhede: the phrase is frequently repeated in 
the course of the work, as 219, 8. 

141, 13. Provin vertew, L. ' spectata virtus.' Also a stock phrase, 
recurring on p. 151, 16 and 159, 32, vih\\tpr<nnn vassaUge appears on 
209, 29. 

141, 24. Tummyll renders L. ' subjicere/ but the sense of the 
passage is not correctly given. 

142, 6. Brint in sacrifice^ an unfortunate translat?on of ' sacrando.' 
142, 11. Fer run in age^ advanced in years ; L. ' magno natu.* 

The phrase occurs again in ii. 26, 13, and ySrr rvn in yriSy 'state 
gravior,* in i. 161, 12. 

142, 29. Schamefull messinger, L. ' fcedum nuntium,' disgraceful 
message. 

145, 26. Bront and furie^ L. ' procellam.' This is not Bellenden's 
common use of brunt^ on which see note to 35, 3. 

146, 2. Offendit to \ame. The construction with to (« modern 
against) is also found in fifteenth-century English. 

146^ 8. Sturdy paiiS, L. *ingenti gradu.' 

146, 19. Piesand, grateful ; L. 'grata.' 

148, 4. Schot furthj driven out ; L. 'expellerent' : cf. ii. 125. 8 (L. 
'dejecti'X ^^^ for other instances of schot in similar senses, see 
the Gl. Win3et's complaint about being "expeliit and schott out" 
of Linlithgow is well known (' Wks.,' i. 49). 

148, 5. Farest ^/arrest, furthest 

148, 7. Fugitouris and fugitoure^ line 10, rendering L. * perfugae.' 
The word appears to be peculiar to Bellenden; but Stewart, 'Chron. 
Scot,' 30831, has, ** All fugatouris far fra the law that fled." 

148, 14. Gabell rew^L. 'Gabina via'; c£ the note to 105, 16. 
Stanet milestone; Mapidem.' 

149, 12. CJkilde, youth; L. ' adolescens ' : so i. 258, 30 and ii. 
219, 19, L. 'juvenis.' The sense is in Scottish more usually ex- 
pressed by the form c^ild or cAield^ the vowel of which is difficult 
to account for. 

150, 2. Thrang in, pushed in. Compare Dunbar, iii. 13, ''To the 
hege so hard I inthrang That I was heildit with hawthome." 

150, 6. Orellis his thesaurare is the translator's addition ; the Latin 
has only ' scriba.' 

160, 7. Accutterit, accoutred, dressed. An early example of the word. 
151,9. Intermincdnl. The Latin has merely 'magnum.' In 157, 
16 the Latin is * ingenti.' 

151, 28. Saifyy attempt : more usually expressed by assaify, as in 
line 17 above. 
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152, 25. Gay vassaUge. The use of the adj. is uncommon ; the 
Latin does not help to decide between it and honest of B. 

153, 22. Beirdis. The reading of B may be correct : the Latin is 
' elegisse impubes dicitur.' In line 24 probabil is copied from the 
L. 'probabile.* 

153, 30. Terribilly and 32. horribilL Bellenden has misunderstood 
' abhorrens mos ' of his original. 

154^ 4. Inemyte^ and 12. inimite: in both cases answering to L. 
' hostiliter.' The form is unusual, which probably accounts for the 
substitution of inmite in B. 

154^ 6. As we haue schewin is a bad insertion. The proper sense is 
be this way: quhen^ &c In lines 12-16 the translation is also bad. 

154^ 24. Properant furie^ L. 'concitato impetu.' See the note to 
84, 12. 

155, 19. Deliuerit^ determined : ci. I am deliuerit, * in animo est.' 
193, 9. Delibered is similarly used by Malory and Skelton : see 
the * O.E.D.' under the words Deliber and Deliver 2. 

156, 10. Tusculus (cf. 23). Bellenden has mistaken the construc- 
tion of Tusculum (the town) in the original. 

156^ 30. Sedicius iymmaris desirus of trubill is a rendering of L. 
* &ctioni.' 

158, 16. Instrument of chevilry corresponds to Instrumentis of 
were in line 3 above, the two words being evidently synonymous to 
the translator, as appears also from other passages. Chevelry, how- 
ever, is also used in the sense of 'cavalry' in the title maister of 
cheuelrie^ 'magister equitum,' 159, 25, &c. 

160, 18. Discendity agreed. A very rare use (the common form in 
this sense being condescend), but found earlier in Robert of Brunne's 
'Chronicle' (1810), 270, "To what manere of pes ]>e parties wille 
descend." 

160, 19. Debursit, disbursed; L. 'praestare.' The form with de- 
is chiefly Scottish, but is also found in sixteenth-century English. 

161, 11. Prekit his horiSy L. 'equum . . . admisit*: in line 33 the 
L. is *subdit calcaria.' Cf. line 15, prekit aganis Mamilius, *im- 
petum dederat,* and 207, 2yprekity * obequitando.' 

161, 20. Recoursity rescued. The form (for the usual rescoursit) is 
somewhat rare. The sb. recouriSy rescue, is found in ii. 29, 29. 

161, 21. Impatient . , , to bere his spere, L. 'cum . . . tenere 
telum non posset' See the note to 14, 10. 

161, 33. Disheristy disinherited; L. 'ejecti': also 167, 18. The 
form is almost exclusively Scottish, occurring in Barbour ("All Inglis 
men . . . wald disheryf) hym blythly," ii. 107), and common in the 
sixteenth century. 

163, 1. In defence of\ame '^at past afore \e banermem^'L, 'pro 
antesignanis.' Banerman is a Sc. form, apparently not recorded be- 
fore the sixteenth century, and now surviving only as a surname. 
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163, 6. Fute aist^ L. ' pedestris acies ' : an early example of the 
attributive use oi foot in a military sense. 

164, 5. Dots ordoure. As the L. has ' implicant/ perhaps dis- 
ordaure should be read here. 

164, 13. Anerlie, only. The form, which recurs on p. 289, 12, is 
common in older Sc use, but in the sixteenth century is rare in 
comparison with alanerlie. 

164, 16. Benefactis, The rareness of the form no doubt accounts 
for the substitution of benefices in B. 

164, 19. Ceissit of ceased or desisted from. The construction is 
also found in English from the fourteenth to the sixteenth centuries. 

165, 30. War lugeit togiddir^ L. * hospitia jungunt' 

166, 12. Non-payment: also 167, 14 and 15. This very modem 
combination has no equivalent in the Latin text 

166, 19. Sproutandy L. *gliscens.' 

166, 22. Eldaris renders maiorum of the old editions ; modern 
ones read maiorum. Lines 23 and 24 are an addition by the trans- 
lator. For the use of devolvit cf. 167, 12, and the note to 61, 12. 

166,26. Fowsum^ disgusting; L. *foedus*; the Sc. form corres- 
ponding to Eng. fulsome: cf. Polwart's *Flyting,' 573, "Swa all his 
fousome forme thereto eifeirs." 

166, 27. Taty {tawty)y matted, tangled, tatted. There is no cor- 
responding word in the Latin. Cf. Douglas, IV. 129, 13, 'A . . . 
lyoun skyn. Terrible and rouch, wyth taty lokyrand haris.' 

166, 23. Mcuie elrage &* wylde, L. ' efferaverat.' Elrage (in the 
i6th century also written elrich^ elritch^ alricke, &c.) is a purely Sc. 
word, of doubtful etymology. 

166, 29. Difformitey L. ' deformitas,' as also in 167, 4 and 168, 6. 

167, 1. Wannys and markis, L. 'cicatrices.* Cf. the note to 

ii. 133. 5- 

167, 14. Duplyity doubled ; L. * cumulatum.' A very rare form, for 
which B substitutes dowbillit. In later legal Scots duply was used 
in the sense of making a ' duply ' or rejoinder on the part of the 
defendant to the reply of the pursuer. 

167, 22. Boucheryy L. 'camificina,' a place of slaughter or torture. 
Apparently a solitary example of the word being used in the same 
sense as F. boucherie. 

167, 31. Occurrity rushed together ; L. * curritur ' : so also 206, 23. 
This literal sense of the word is also found in later Scots, as in 
Dalrymple's transl. of Leslie, I. 173, "Trebellic occuris in al 
haist" 

168, 5. Reuthful and Indigent pepill: the adjectives are the 
translator's own. 

168, 11. Arbitours and dressourisy L. ' arbitri moderatoresque ' : cf. 
dressare ofconcorde^ 182, 18, and to dress all materiSy 169, 27. 

169, 24. Circumvenit, L. ' circumventum ' : see the Gl. and note to

202. 10. Had superflew nowtner^ &c., L. ' supererant vires.' Cf. 
254, 16, superflew licences 255, 11, superflew power ; and ii. 70, 6. 

201, 5. Direckit The reading of B, deiekkit^ is probably correct, 
as the L. is *• signa referunt' 

201, 12. Goveme, The form in B, gvbeme^ is extremely rare, but 
is used by Dunbar, Ixxxv. 11, "3^"^^ ^^ gubeme, wirgin matem." 
B has 2X^0 gubemour iox govemoure in 215, 18. 

205, 22. Caduke^ fading : used without suggestion from the Latin. 
The form is not peculiar to Bellenden, being found in English writers 
from Caxton to the end of the 17th century. Caduce was also in use 
in the i6th-i7th century, and both forms have given way to the 
modern caducous, 

206, 27. Ingener {-genner), engender ; L. ' allaturum ' : c£ generis^ 
L. 'fecit,' 241, 16. The forms gener^ engener, &c., are in the main 
peculiar to Scottish texts. 

Tffl^l, C<?«/flr(y, cowardice ; L. 'timoris.' The form recurs on p. 
239, 4, and in Bellenden's ^Chron. Scot/ in place of the more usual 
cowardy^ used by Barbour, Chaucer, and other writers down to the 
end of the i6th century. The variant cowartry^ which appears on 
p. 232, 34, similarly corresponds to an Eng. cowardry used by 16th- 
century writers. 

207. 11. Blasphemacioun is a purely Sc. form, common in 16th-cen- 
tury writers as Lyndsay, Rolland, &c. It is not suggested by the 
Latin here, any more than odious detractionis in 1. 13, and dispitefull 
deiractionis in 1. 17. 

209, 9. To mak ^are kething^ to express their scorn ; L. * probra 
jacere.' 

209, 25. Z^ft vncastin, an inadequate rendering of 'abjectis temere 
magis quam emissis.' 

210, 5. Huvand^ lifting up, raising ; L. * objecta.* The verb recurs 
in other passages, as huvand his handis^ ii. 12, 23 ; huvand vp \are 
targisy ii. 103, 25 ; huvit vp his handis, ii. 177, 7. It is comparatively 
rare in other texts, but cf. Stewart, 699, "Tha huit him vp and had 
him hame in hy." Huve, like the commoner hove^ is probably based 
on the pa. t. of heave, 

210, 17. Patent It is not clear whether this is right, or whether 
B's paintit is to be preferred. The Latin has merely 'pugnando 
potius quam hortando.' 

212, 1. Emprioure^ commander ; L. ' imperatore ' : so also on pp. 
231, 13; 234, 18, &c. This strictly etymological sense of emperor is 
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also found in English writers, both before and after Bellenden's 
time. Cf. the note to 233, 19. 

212, 7. Laureir^ laurel ; L. ' lauream.' The form is the usual So. 
one. Laurew of A is a scribal error, due to the resemblance, in the 
script of the period, between ir and w, 

214^ 2. Supersedit^ set aside ; L. ' omitti.' The verb is freely used 
in the rest of the work in a number of related senses, and rendering 
various Latin words and phrases (see Gl.) 

214, 2. Clerely danHt, L. *perfici.'

Stewart, 'Chron. Scot.,' 25164, ''Fiftie thousand he wes"; 25584, 
" He wes ouir few" ; Lyndsay, * Satyre,' 2560, " How mony thousand 
speris the King may be." 

215, 28. LMsty gcUlandis^ L. ' fortes.' For this use of gallant cf. 
Douglas, in. 221, ''Ane hundreth fallowys reddy boun Of 3oung 
gallandis, with purpour crestis red." 

216, 26. Sidlingis^ L. 'ab latere' : probably on should be inserted 
before ]v batalL 

217, 7. Degest avisement^ mature consideration ; L. ' consilium.' 
217, 19. Invincibill. The L. is ' invicta,' of which B's vnvictaible 

may have been the translator's first rendering. 

218, 20. Am slop^ an opening, passage; L. Wiam' : cf. ii. 91, 18, 
where the L. has Mmpressionem.' The modem form is slap^ the 
common term for a gap in a wall or hedge, in which sense slop is 
used by Barbour and Wyntoun. Bellenden has also the verb. See 
note to 86, 13. 

218, 22. Aru strate montane. The adj. is inaccurate, as the L. has 
'editum lemter*; the translator is consequently responsible for 'be 
straitnes ' here, and in 1. 5 of the next page. 

219, 14. Beildf shelter; L. 'auxilium.' Cf. Wyntoun, vii. 827, "He 
wes the held of all hys kyn." 

219,26. Pridefull &* reiostng, L. 'elatus.' Prideful is a charac- 
teristically Sc. form, recurring on p. 294, 12, &c. 

220, 18. Drew should probably be drave^ L. ' propulsa pecora.* 

221, 7. Champany^ Campania. 

221,31. Irrenudiabil (not in the Latin); apparently an early ex- 
ample of the word. 

222, 27. To be ane were-wall^ L. ' pro moenibus.' The compound 
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ocean also in the * Buke of the Howlate,' 382, '' Of Scotland the wer 
wall, wit je but wene." 

221^ 16. Experity expired. For the form cf. retere^ 236, 5. 

224,21. CrymtnaMll, criminal; L. 'rei.' The form is very rare 
(even here B has aynufunU\ but occors also in the ' Court of Venus,' 
iv. 4959 riming with culpabill^ &c. Cf. the adv. crindnably^ 255, 8; 
259, 16, &C., for the usual criminally. 

22Af 27. Omamentis consulare^ L. ' consulares fasces.' Bellenden 
is perhaps the first author to use the adj., but consular as a noun 
appears in Chaucer's 'Boethius,' II. vi. 

225, 22. Peremptoure haure. The adjective is not taken from the 
Latin text 

228, 6. Maisterftil and wrangwus maner^ L. 'pessimi exempli.' 

228, 30. Teichit^ attached, arrested ; there is no equivalent in the 
Latin. Atteiche is a 16th-century Scottish form oi attach, 

228, 32. Tirvit^ stripped; L. 'spoliari' : cf. 227, 3, tirvit^ 'spoliare.' 
B's tirrii agrees with the modern form of the word, which is 
frequently used of stripping oneself of one's clothes. 

1K28, 1. Oppanyt \a$n€^ made opposition : so oppone \ame in 1. 22. 
Cf. Douglas, IV. 160, *'Be quhat slycht May I oppone me to resist or 
stry^'e With sik a monstre." The construction was also in use in i6th- 
17th century English. 

228,13. Displesanty unpleasant: formeriy common in English, 
from Chaucer to the beginning of the i8th century. 

228. 18. Afade plane derogatioun, &c. The Latin has merely 
' potestatem auferret* 

228,24. Be revolution of diueriS treiyis^ L. ^magnis certaminibus' 
only. 

229, 5. Mare feirOi and qfaldy L. *acrior' only. 

231,4. May vnkkit should be mare wikkity L. 'gp^viores leges.' 
B's variant mony is thus also wrong. 

232, 12. \^ai past huly, B substitutes yid (or past: cf. 239, 7. 

232,28. Vtir skirtis, L. *extremi.' Cf. 233, 16, >* lattir sktrtiSj 
'novissimos.' 

233, 3. Denyit^ refused ; L. ' negare (se ituros).* Cf. 270^ 16. 

233. 19. OrdouriSy ranks ; L. * ordines ' : so also 238, 26. Appar- 
ently these are early examples of the word in this sense. 

233,19. Empire^ command, orders; L. Mmperia.' Compare the 
use of emprioure for 'commander* (note to 212, 4). 

234, 9. Evaig{evage\ to stray; L. *vagari.' Bellenden appears to 
be the only author who has ventured to use the form. 

234, 20. A small portion of the L. text is omitted here. 
23Q, 18. To meyne himpetuslie^ L. 'supplex prensaret.' 
235^ 21. Hepurgity ScCy L. 'causam dixit' merely. 

235, 29. Blasonyng dr* predicaiioun, &c., L. Maudationem.' 
235, 32. Funerale obsequies, 'exequias.' 
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236, 3. Slete andsnawis: the L. says, 'grandine ac tonitribus,' hail 
and thunder. 

238, 13. Swasche {swache\ trumpet ; L. * comicines.' The word, 
also written swesche and svHsche, is not so common in literary use as 
in local and historical records of the i6th century. 

238, 13. Tabeme^ and 19. tawberon (B. tabum and taubum\ L. 
'tubicines.' Tabum, a small druni or tambourine, occurs in M. 
English, and is used by other Sc. writers, as Douglas, III. 255, 30, 
" Quhayr as the quhissyll rendris soundis seyr, With tympanis, taw- 
bronis, . . . And bos schawmys." 

238^ 23. Forwalkit, tired out with watching ; L. ' fessum vigiliis.' 
The word is also found in the Ruthven MS. of Douglas's 'i£neid ' as 
a variant Xofordaverit of Small's text (II. 84, 9). 

238, 25. Montane or cleucki L. 'clivus'; but in line 33 vp \e clench 
renders ' in ardua.' 

239, 3. Fule hardyment^ foolhardiness, rashness; L. ^temeritatem.* 
This adoption of OF. fol hardiement is found as early as Barbour, 
* Brus,' vi. 337, " Vorschip extremyteis has twa ; Fule hardyment the 
formast is," &c. 

239, 4. Eschamit \ame^ made them ashamed. The usage is a very 
rare one : see the Gl. for Bellenden's other uses of the word. 

241, 6. Siude stranglie on \e marchis does not adequately render 
the L. 'opportunam et maritimam.' 

242, 27. To perfumes Joure batall: the L. has merely 'ad id certa- 
men.' Cf. 247, 3, toperfumis \is baially * ad eum explendum.' 

243, 15. HandiSy bands, companies ; L. ' manus.' The usage 
appears to be very uncommon, perhaps a mere literalism of 
translation. 

244, 31. p^ vaccmce, cessation ; L. ' iustitium ' : so 247, 19 ; 249, 6. 

245, 4. Except pupillis and wedais^ L. ' praeter orbos orbasque.' 
Except in the sense of ' besides ' is apparently very rare, but occurs 
also in Dalrymple's trans, of Leslie, I. 27, " Excepte ileshe, fishe, and 
eldinge, . . . this He hes a pasture." 

245, 18-20. The sense of the original has been missed here. Livy 
says, " Some write Furii as Fusii," &c. 

246, 1. Cieteneris is an unusual form, in Stratman-Bradley cited 
only from Wright's vocabularies. 

247, 23. Spuleyete should be assafyt as in the BM. copy ; L. ' in 
hostem . . . erupit' 

249, 26. Walkit, watched ; so walkings watching, 250, 29. The 
spelling of course means wauk-, as in the modern tongue. 

250, 30. Circuiciouny L. 'circuitio' (in modern edd. 'circumitio*); 
perhaps first used by Bellenden, but found in later writers, even of 
the 19th century. 

251, 5. Musturitj there is no corresponding word in the L., either 
here or on p. 253, 2.

262, 2. Feslynensy L. 'in vinculis' : cf. in festynnancey^va custodia,' 
ii. 7, 27. The form is unusual and peculiar, perhaps an alteration of 
the tzxXizx feslinesy which occurs in the Acts of Jas. I., anno 1432, c 2, 
** Gif he may be ouretakin he salbe put in sikkir festines." 

262, 12. To entir him, to produce him for trial. The sense oi enter 
is unusual, and not suggested by the Latin. 

262, 22. Apprisil and sauldy L. 'divenditis' only. 

263,19. Pecifyit, L. *ferri': so 264, 11^ pecifye, L. 'ferendae aut 
accipiendae.' The choice of word is peculiar. 

267, 2. Houffis, B. Perhaps a mere error for koussis; but the 
scribe may also have been familiar with the word houff, kawffy which 
can be traced back in Dundee records as far as 1 565, though appar- 
ently not found in literary use before the 18th century.

(which is also written gill-, guillenyis, and golin^is) is obscure : see

273, 7. Exoner. See the note to ii. 84, 32. 
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276, 5. "pe iwa parte. See the note to 198, 22. 

277, 9. Sobir^ small ; L. ' modicus': see also Gl. B's soutr is a mis- 
take, the converse of which appears at 183, 28 {jsober for sovir), 

278, 11. Bedderell, bedrid (no Latin). The form is almost entirely 
Sc, and is found a little earlier in Douglas, IV. 123, 20, " His fader 
. . . quhilk as beddrell lay . . . of hys lyfe in dispair.** 

278, 16. But ony congey orpasport^ L, 'sine ullo commeatu.' CoH' 
gie also renders 'commeatus' in ii. 7, 3a 

278, 26. Ischey^ end ; L. * extremum.' The form is unusual, and B*s 
ische may be right : cf. the note to 188, 13. 

279, 27. To serche and ripe, L. 'ad inspiciendam.' Ripe is still in 
common use, esp. of searching another's pockets. 

281, 30. Foure oxin gang^ L. ' quatuor iugerum ' : similarly in other 
passages (see Gl), as also in the ' Leg. Saints,' xvii. 49, '' Of ane ox- 
gange hale J^e spacers 'per spatium jugeris.' The normal extent of

283» 1. Ganging to, setting ; L. ' occasum.' So in the Aberdeen 
Rec. (1844), 230, "or the sone ganging to." 

283, 2. Of xij fute lang: a mistranslation ; the L. has ' vallis duo- 
denis,' twelve stakes each. 

283, 28. Endlang{s^t Gl.) should be about; the L. has Mongo ag- 
mine circumdat.' 

287, 30. Intemperate . . . wetis, L. ' intemperies aquarum.' 

288, 30. Prattik, practise. The form is more common in the sb. 
(cf. ii. 39, II ; 216, 7), which survives in the mod. tongue 2^prottick, 

290, 9. Changit, L. 'translato.' 'la Translation, 'mutatio.' 

290, 12. DeclinatiouHy decline ; L. ' eo citius lapsa res est' This 
use of declination was formerly current in English, from the begin- 
ning of the 1 6th to the end of the i8th century. 

291, 13. X man {tent man), a somewhat awkward rendering of 
'decemvir' : cf. iL 118, i. 

291, 29. Lele, just (no Latin): cf. 'William of Paleme,' 131 2,

292, 19. p^ tkrid day, &c., an incorrect rendering of the L. ' in 
trinum nundinum.' 

292, 33. Litis answers to L. ' candidatorum,' but the translation is 
incorrect The word recurs in ii. 36, 25 : on its history see the 
O.E.D. under Leet sb>. and Lite sb^ 

298, 11. Presandis perhaps an error (or plesand: the L. is 'obse- 
cundando.' 
294^ 9. Sensualite and t^petite, L. ' ingenio.' 
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2d5, 2. Subomate^ &c. The rendering is very free. 

296, 4. Seruitute i-fude), L. ' servitutem.' The form occurs earlier 
in English, as in the 15th-century translation of Higden (Rolls series), 
vol. vii. p. 51, " Ynglande was redacte foure tymes into servitute." 

297, 6. Licence and opyn ren^s, L. ' licentia ' only : cf. the note to 

I33i 17. 

298, 28. Vnhantit and out of consuetude, L. ' desuetam ' : cf. nocht 
hantitt ' insueta,' ii.

301, 20. Nevo {newoy) is here = * nephew*; more usually it renders

employed several times by Bellenden (see Gl.) and by Knox. See 
also the note to 239, 4. 

Pron^eand is perhaps 
an error (or pon^and. 

302, 29. Dtrk and nubtlus, L. * turbido.* 

303, 3. Examinate, a rare form. In RoUand's * Court of Venus,' ii. 
364, examinat is probably an error for exanimat, 

303, 6. Fait^t and Inlakit, L. 'deessent' simply. 
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2, 3. Of his opinioun. A good example of Bellenden's fondness for 
this word ; the L. has only ' milites quosdam.' 

3, 1. IVeddit, betrothed, L. ' desponderat' 

3, 2. Lynnage is a mistake ; the L. has 'tribunitio viro.' 

3, 18. This m* Claudius. The scribe of B. must have been nodding 
sadly when he expanded m, into thosand! His blunder is however 
equalled by Father Dalrymple in rendering Leslie's heading " CVI. 
Maria Scotorum Regina " by " To quhilk is appliet Marie Quene of 
Scotis." 

4, 13. Continewit, adjourned ; L. ' differat.' This sense of continue 
is chiefly Sc. and American (in legal use) : cf. continuation, ii.

7, 27. In festynnance. See note to i. 262, 2. 

8, 26. Inhonesty dishonourable ; also an English use during the 
14th- i6th centuries. 

8,34. Comploratioun, L. * comploratio.' The word is apparently 
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peculiar to Bellenden, who also uses it in his 'Chron. Scot' (1822), 
ii. 417, "Seeing the miserable slauchter . . . thay Fell in gret com- 
ploratioun." 

10, 3. Swerde, L. 'cultrum': cf. dagare in line 6. 

10, 6. To \e hiltis. The use of the pi. goes back to Old English and 
came down to the i8th century. 

10, 9. Noyis and giltUy L. 'clamore.' The phrase recurs at 42, 15. 
Gild^ of which the origin is obscure, is also used by Dunbar, and 
Hume, * Day Estivall,* 225, " Throw all the land great is the gild Of 
rustik folks that crie." 

10, 15. VHrporchis: the L. has * ad portam.' 

12, 16. Side (=long) belHt gownis^ L. 'togae': so 13, 21, tVr \are 
belHt gowfUSy 'togati.' 

15, 5. Mare be gude chance, &c. : cf. the modem phrase ' mair by 
chance than gude guidin'.' 

18, 1. Reduce^ bring back ; L. ' revocandum.' This literal sense is 
comparatively rare : cf. reducear^ i. 186, 7. 

18, 29. Faderis should be followed by a question-mark. 

19, 18-23. The omission in A is due to the recurrence of the word 
autorite, but the words in italics are wanting even in Bellenden's own 
draft (see p. 327); '& ]?e schirefdome' is probably a blunder for '& }>e 
secessione.' 

19, 35. '^e first repetingy L. * prima initia.' 

20, 31, Interkingy L. * interrex.' Bellenden appears to be the only 
author who has ventured on the hybrid form. 

21, 5. Preiudiciall, Not suggested by the Latin, which has * de- 
cedere.* 

21. 11, Brod The figurative use of this word here and in other 
passages (see GI.) appears to be peculiar to Bellenden. 

24. 12. Schewin and practicatCy L. ' se documento futurum.' 

24, 19. Troney tribunal, as at 10, 7 above. B's spelling trvne gives 
a clearer idea of the pronunciation. 

28. 12. Nepote, nephew ; L. 'fratris filius.' See note to nevoy i. 301, 20. 
26, 16. Allye is a collective noun here and in other passages (see 

Gl.) ; the same use is found in English of the 15th century. 

27, 19. Nakit him^ L. ' scissa veste.' Cf. the note to i. 65, 20. 

27, 22. Appius should be OppiuSf as in line 25. 

27, 34. '^egoist, L. * manes.' The southern form is used in place of 
the native gaist, perhaps in order to be more impressive. 

29, 29. Recouri\ for the more common rescours^ rescue ; see note 
to i. 161, 2a 

30, 36. Pronostok nor devyne^ L. ' ominari.' 

31. 13. FeiriS {ferO^ is probably an error for firsts as the L. is 
*primo concursu.' 

31, 19. To \e last battell^ L. ' ad novissimum aciem.' 
36, 25. Litis. See note to i. 292, 33. 
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38, 6. C&nciauns is erroneous ; the L. has 'coitiones potentionim.' 

39. 11. Craft and praitik of chevelry^ L. 'militandi morem.' On 
prattik^ see note to i. 289, 30 ; and on chevelry^ that to i. 158, 16. 

39, 31. Compare^ equal; L. 'pares': cf. 65, 14 and 104, 15. The use 
of the word as an adj. seems to be peculiar to Bellenden. 

41.16. Embesetty surrounded; L. ' circumsederitis.' The form of 
the prefix is rare except in early Middle English ; B's wmbeset gives 
the typical Sc. form. 

^% Fleichouris and flatterarisy L. 'assentatores, plebicolas.' 
Fleichaur^ and the verb from which it is formed, are purely Scottish ; 
the sb. is used by writers from Wyntoun to Knox. 

44^ 25. Sail haue ]>are caustSy &c. The Latin is ' pro desertore 
futurum, cuius non probasset causam.'

46, 30, 3L Ressoun is apparently suggested by ' ratio * in the L. text, 
though this has already been rendered by respect 

47, 7. Douisum and debatabill landiSy^ Bmhxgsio agro.' 
47, 14. Tribunis ought to be tribis. 

48, 30. Blawin on breid^ a phrase also employed by other writers, 
as Dunbar, iii. 74, '' To manifest my makdome . . . And blaw my 
bewtie on breid," and Rolland, * Court of Venus,' iii.

50. 17. The variants on pp. 50-53 are evidently due to alterations 
made by Bellenden himself.

53, 16. Audacite &* forcement, L. ' animorum ' ; an exceptional use 
oiforcetnenty which is common in English of the i6th-i7th centuries 
in the sense of ' compulsion.' 

Na novaiiouns nornew tnatertSt L. 'nihil novi' : cf. 60, 15, 
where the L. has ' nihil mutaretur.' 

60, 25. Tb loiiS ony office. This form of the verb is also found in 
Middle English, but the use appears to be peculiar to Sc, though 
rejoice in the same sense is found in English as well as Scottish texts.

68, 35. Refer is the correct reading ; L. * referrent' 

69, 19. Sufiportatioun, L. 'ope.' Supportable^ the reading of B, 
occurs at i. 49, 15. 

71, 7. Indefferentlie, an incorrect rendering of the L. * in incertum ' 
=for an indefinite period. 

74, 4. Comprehendit, seized, apprehended ; L. 'coercitum.* Bellenden 
uses seriously what Shakespeare puts as a blunder into the mouth of 
Dogberry (" You shall comprehend all vagrom men "). 

74, 19. The punctuation here should be altered to " was he 1 na 
nobill : howbeit, &c.** In line 20 ixre is a weak rendering of L. 

* pandere' 

74, 27. Merchand ofvictalis^ L. ' frumentarius.' 

74, 30. Ane huge monstoure^ a monstrous thing ; L. ' pro monstro 
habendum.* 

75, 7. Ane vode place like ane bame yarde renders L. ' area.' 

75, 27. Deducit ]fare caui^ &c., L. * pervicerunt.' This use of the 
verb is rare, but occurs later in English. 

77, 16. To stuffe \i5 army. The use of stuff m this military sense is 
common in Sc. from Barbour onwards. 

78, 21. Flowing lor /lowing flown : see p. 334. 

80, 19. Had or hald^ hold ; L. ' ratus sum.'
